The war Is the reducio ad absurdum of treaties 
and understandings. 
Everything about it was pro­ 
hibited by prior arrangements of one kind or another 
But when the time came to strike, the only arrange­ 
ments that meant anything wer§ the ones backed up 
with airplanes, explosives, tanks and manpower. 
To the extent that Great Britain and Russia are 
bound together by the common necessity of beating 
Germany, their treuty may be taken seriously. 
To 
tile, extent that both of them are bound to respect 
the United States for Its contribution to defeat of 
tin Axis, they may be expected to honor this coun­ 
try'^ wants and needs. 
Bot until it has been proved 
thai respts i lor international law has recovered from 
Hie impact of treaty hypocrisy practiced by Hitler 
until ii has been proved that Russia, which started 
World wpi II by promising Hitler security on Ger­ 
many's eastern front, lins developed a lasting ad­ 
miration for British and American ideals, Americans 
will do well to keep right on remembering Pearl 
Harbor 
which was lorbidden by treaty. 


NO MORE BLITZKRIEG 
There is now good reason to believe that all tin1 
Ori man offensive there is going to be this summer 
has started. 
It is not, significantly, materially dlf- 
f et clit from the kind of war Germany and Russia 
were fighting at the end of last summer a war ii' 
•which advances and retreats both occurred on such 
a vast scale that remote observers were unable to 
comprehend what was happening. 
It was a new kind of war, unlike the blitzkrieg 
that the Germans had made famous in Hie fall of 
1939 and the summer of 1140 
Blitzkrieg

Rather, it wus, as a Russian communique 
described it recently, a "meat grinder," in which lives 
were taken at a tremendous rate by the most, ela­ 
borate machinery of war ever assem bled—the m e­ 
chanized counterpart of trench warfare. 
T fcm h warfare finally brought World war I to a 
close because It produced a deadlock that could bt1 
maintained only ut tremendous cost. 
It Ls difficult 
to see how tim new war of motion made possible by 
tanks, planes and motorized rolling stock Is going 
to escape the same outcome 
Tile lunge Is wider, the 
adion is more furious and more often, but the same 
attrition that made trench 
warfare 
hopeless 
re­ 
mains; there still Is the possibility of a deadlock.

O pinions Disagree 
Dental caries, pyorrhea and gin­ 
givitis seldom cause focal 
infec­ 
tion. but they do seem to bi1 an 
indication of a change in nutrition 
or lowered resistance to infection, 
or both. The cause of decay of the 
teeth 
is a curiously 
complicated 
one and the state of our knowledge 
is very mixed. For instance, from 
a book called Dental Caries pub­ 
lished by the American Dental As­ 
sociation and written by 195 differ­ 
ent dentists, the following contra­ 
dictory statements are excerpted: 
Diet—Opinion A: "There is no 
evidence that caries is produced by 
malnutrition or may be prevented 
by adequate d iets”

Opinion A: "Sugar or starch has

With such a contradictory set of 
opinions, common 
sense

I tome to the rescue. Undoubtedly 
, the soil and weakness of the tooth 
* is important but the major role Ls 
! accomplished by infection with the 
acidophilus bacillus. 
ThLs 
is 
an 
1 acid-forming organism which grows 
in sugar and starches. Undoubted­ 
ly a properly balanced diet is im- 
i portant during the period of child­ 
hood and adolescence when teeth 
are being formed. We may assume 
that in a tooth which didn’t get a 
j good start and 
therefore 
doesn't 
have very good dentin or enamel, if 
food 
remnants 
accumulate 
the 
acidophilus germ begins to grow on 
ihese and caries results. To all in- 
‘ tents and purposes therefore, it is 
a local disease. 
The hidden infections can now 
be detected by the X-ray. It is pos- 
sible that through the operation of 
the procresses of 
focal 
infection 
they cause damage in a number 
of structures such as the joints and 
the nerves (neuritis, neuralgia), the 
heart muscle, the kidneys, etc. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. E K.: Can a person survive 
and be normally healthy after hav­ 
ing the gallbladder removed com­ 
pletely? Does It affect the diges­ 
tion somewhat and leave a person 
sickly? Is this operation a serious 
one? Do you advise such an opera­ 
tion for a woman 37 years old? 
Answer: In over 95 per cent of 
cases 
people 
recover 
completely 
from the removal of the gallblad­ 
der.
